Washington. April 26.—The inonth- 


y payment pension bill which has 
ust passed the senate is now through 
pnference 
and will 
probably be 


igned by President Harding today, 
'he biil provides that ail pensions 
e paid monthly instead of quarterly 
s heretofore. 
The chief benefit derived by vet- 
rans from the measure is the added 
onvenience making possible month- 
y settlement of obligations, and con- 
equent betterment of credit condi- 
lons. 


Under the quarterly payment plan 
ensioners often passed away with 
arge amounts of unpaid pension to 


which thev re- 
heir 
credit from 


ceived no benefit. 
Under the new 


plan unpaid pension cannot amount 
to more than one month at the most. 


The bill, introduced by Congress- 


man Morgan. June 13. 1921, was re- 
ported from the house invalid pen- 
sions committee with minor changes 
by Congressman Bland, chairman of 
the committee, and was passed by 
the house in June. The merit of the 
bill was generally conceded by mem- 
bers of congress and its early pass- 
age predicted from the outset. Con- 
gressman Morgan says.

Rev. William B. Lipphard. asso- 
ciate secretary of the American Bap- 
tist Foreign Mission society, who re- 
cently rctuincd to the United States 
from a series of exceptionally inter- 
esting experiences 
in 
distributing 
the million dollar Christmas 
gift 


which the Northern Baptists of this 
country sent to the poverty stricken 
people of Europe, In the Fellowship 
Ship, will be one of the chief speak- 
ers this evening at 
the Granville 
Baptist church. 


Mr. Llpphard 
sailed 
from New 
York on November 23rd on 
the 


steamship Ksthonia, 
the 
cargo of 


which largely consisted 
of 
warm 
garments, toys and soap which were 
sent to the people of Europe by the 
Baptists as their Christinas offering. 
He spent the greater part of his 
time in Poland and Latvia, although 
he also left supplies in 
Ksthonia, 
Lutnania, Czecho-Slovakia. Germany 
and France and sent others to Rus- 
sia. 
The garments, shoes, toys and 
soap included in this shipment were 
valued at more than a million dol- 
lars and 7,000 Baptist churches in 
various parts of the United States 
had cooperated in giving them. 


"The poverty and need that I saw 
was almost incredible," Mr. Lipp- 
hard said. "It is almost imposisble 
for Americans to realize such condi- 
tions. In Riga alone I saw 17,000 
children dally fed by the American 
Relief association. 
I saw children 


and women dressed chiefly in rags 
with pieces of carpet tied over their 
worn clothing.

dren even wore- garments made of 
old potato or flour sacks.

In earlier days, the government's 


revenue sprang chiefly from excise 
taxes and customs duties. While de- j 
pression in the United States affect- 
ed these revenues, they were not af- 
fected so directly as the income tax. 
Even in hard times people bought 
tobacco, wines, 
liquors and 
such 


taxed commodities. Imports contin- 
ued and the customs duties went into 
the federal coffers. 


With so large a dependence for 


revenue placed on income and profit 
taxes, a year of depression is quick- 
ly reflected in returns to the gov- 
ernment. 
Such a development is 


felt with especial keeness when the j 
large volume of taxes from beer, 
wine, and whiskey has disappeared 
as the result of national prohibition. 
When people's incomes sink, income 
taxes fall off: when business enter- 
prises pass through a year of low 
profits or none at all, profits taxes [ 
dwindle.

Radio waves are sent out in vari- 


ous lengths and the waves you wish 
to receive must be "tuned in" for 
your outfit. This is accomplished by 
manipulating the slides of your tun- 
ing coil. And here's how a tuning 
coil is constructed: 
The coil is the first thing to make. 


Get a rolling pin and saw off the 
handles. 
To hold one-half pound of 


wire, the pin should be 2 3-S-inch in 
diameter and 10 inches long. 
Make 


a shallow groove with a marking 
guage 5 -16 inch from one end of the 
core. 
Drive n. brad on the sido of 


the groove nearest the end of the 
corf. 
Then give that end of the core 


a coat of shellac. 


Wind with Xo. 22 enameled cop 


per wire. 
Twist the wire once or 


twice around the brad, allowing about 
B inches of the. wire to project for 
making a connection. This done, 
start winding the wlr« around the

core. The first time around the wire 
is placed in the groove made with 
the marking guage. 
Do this while 


the shallac is still wet; when it dries 
it will help hold the wire in place. 
Shellac the core as you wind the 
wire. 


When you have reached the other 


end of the core drive another brad 
into it. and fasten the wire as you 
did before, allowing about six inches 
to extend at this end, also. Wind this 
end of the wire around a pencil to 
make a "pig tail." It is not to be 
uted as a connection. 


Lay the coil aside and make the 


ends of the coil base. The size for 
these is given in the diagram. Fasten 
them to the coil with screws forced 
In about 1 1-4 inches from the top of 
the end pi*c*«.

are fastened to the base. 


The sliders, which are next at- 


tached, may be purchased.

through the hole in the end piece of 
the tuning coll. 
Scrape o« the in- 


sulatlon of this wire to make a good 
connection.

C. Run it 


through the hole in the base, acrosg 
the length of 'the base, underneathi 
up through a hole in the opposite end 
and through another in the end piece 
and then connect it to B.

Then con- 
nect B, the crystal cup screw, with 
slider rod D.

The "cat wisker" of the detector
